Sometimes, a person just has to dance. Shoulder to shoulder and back to back 
with sweaty strangers to loops and beats that seem to involuntarily move you. 
There’s a DJ for that. 

But sometimes a person would rather savor the music. Have a cocktail, a con- 
versation and some breathing room. There’s a DJ for that too. And lots of them. 

Chicago DJs are popping up in tiny spaces everywhere lately, and the small 
crowds aren’t stopping them from throwing down some sweet tracks. From 
Afrobeat nights at Maria’s Packaged Goods and Community Bar in Bridge- 
port to ’90s guilty pleasures at The Whistler in Logan Square, there are now 
spots to suit any taste and any crowd-size comfort level. 

“I think it’s a growing trend,” Allison Burque, aka DJ Baby Sloth, said of 
the small space movement. “Instead of putting on a playlist that will go all 
night, why not have a DJ that can respond to what’s happening at the bar in 
the moment?” 

The pay is sometimes less and the energy might be more low-key but ac- 
cording to many DJs, they keep coming back to these small venues where 
they can play what they want and actually hear you when you make a request. 

If you’re ready to take a night off the club circuit but still crave some- 
thing to get you moving, check out these seven names at the front of the 
small-spaces scene who are all braving the cold and booking gigs this winter.

IAN FROST 


aka DJ Ian Frost; age: 33 

Where you’ve seen him: DJing and booking at Simone’s 
Why he keeps it small: Spinning on second Fridays 
at Simone’s means Frost gets to cater to the crowds 
that come in during the Pilsen art gallery walks. With a 
total capacity hovering around 200 people, playing at 
Simone’s means Frost can actually tell if what he’s doing 
is working for the crowd. “It’s more of an intimate con- 
nection,” he said. “You’re feeling if they’re vibing of the 
music or not. It’s more of a house party.” 

Because they’re not catering to mass audiences. Frost 
can avoid top 40s hits and go for DJs who make heads 
turn. 

“We’ve got one guy who plays very abstract psyche- 
delic rock, and a lot of people sitting at the bar just go 
‘What the hell is that?’ ” Frost said with a laugh. “And 
that’s why we like to book him.”

Where you’ve seen him: Spinning at Maria’s 
Packaged Goods & Community Bar, coordinating 
special events for The Shrine 
Why he keeps it smaii: “It’s not a new phenom- 
enon,” said Bryl, who has been DJing in Chicago 
for more than 25 years, of playing small venues. 
“I’ve always aligned myself to what was per- 
ceived as an underground scene.” 

He even curates a weekly Wednesday Global 
Soul night with the owners at Maria’s. 

“They allow me to basically do what I want,” 
Bryl said. “We can recognize the strange, avant- 
garde and unexpected.” 

For Bryl, listening to music at a small venue 
such as Maria’s isn’t just about the records. The 
cocktails, crowd and atmosphere all contribute 
to the night. The intimate space also gives him a 
chance to interact with listeners. 

“I always want to make a connection to the 
audience-entertain and inform,” Bryl said. “You 
can get into more personalized tastes that end 
up being more crowd-pleasing.”

“When I DJ out at bars, I want it to be fun for me 
personally, and I don’t ever want to feel that I have 
to play something like the newest radio hit,” Drase 
said. 

In the middle of playing Seal’s “Kiss From a 
Rose” one night during their set at The Whistler, 
someone tripped and pulled the plug to the music. 

“And everyone kept singing,” Kalb said. “There 
were 70 people in this hip Logan Square bar 
belting out this song from ‘Batman Forever’ like 
nothing had happened. Could we pull that off at a 
larger bar?”

Jackson’s party definitely 
not over as she teams up 
with genius Jack White

Wanda Jackson is the one with the name on 
the disc. And it’s the 73 -year-old rockabilly 
queen whose delightfully defiant voice snarls, 
purrs and growls atop the music. 

But “The Party Ain’t Over” is most cer- 
tainly a discography entry for Jack White, 
who produces, performs and band-leads on 
her ii-song comeback album. 

Serving up a dynamic energy and artful 
retro touch— and lending his name as a buzz- 
builder— White has given Jackson a shot at 
generation-bridging relevance, much as he 
did seven years ago in his Grammy-winning 
work with Loretta Lynn. 

Recorded briskly in White’s barn studio in 
Nashville, it’s a fun, feel-good achievement, 
right down to the album cover’s throwback 
design. Old staples from country-gospel 
(“Dust on the Bible”), rock ‘n’ roll (“Shakin’ 

All Over”) and even calypso-pop (“Rum and

Coca-Cola”) shake and shimmy Organs swirl, 
horns blast and bass lines bob as Jackson’s 
vocals are dipped in old-school reverb. 

Jackson sounds invigorated but coolly sea- 
soned, owning the material without overplay- 
ing her hand. Even when the album tiptoes 
the line between brilliant and clunky— as on 
a rendition of Amy Winehouse’s sultry “You 
Know I’m No Good”— Jackson’s self-aware 
charm ultimately makes it work. 

With his handpicked band. White main- 
tains a firm presence throughout, dropping 
a caterwauling lead guitar on the leadoff cut 
“Shakin’ All Over” and a tidy but exhilarating 
solo on a cover of Bob Dylan’s “Thunder on the 
Mountain”— a song choice suggested by Dylan 
himself, as Jackson writes in the liner notes.

Uptown grill

Lincoln Park’s bar-heavy block of 
Lincoln Avenue just south of Fullerton 
has no shortage of spots to party-hop or 
dining rooms serving up Thai, Chinese 
and Japanese fare. But v^hat w^as missing 
until just recently vv^as a late-night din- 
er to fill up on platters of hashbrov^ns 
and eggs. Enter Uptow^ner Cafe, vv^hich 
opened last month in the boozy com- 
pany of Lion Head Pub’s beer tow^ers, 
Maxbar’s v^ristband parties and all 
those decked-out ladies lining up to hit 
the dancefloor at Fuze. 

The vibe: Lined v^ith black-cush- 
ioned w^ooden booths, Uptov^ner’s 
skinny space is pleasant enough. With 
clean v^hite vv^alls lined w^ith local artist 
Anastasia Mak’s colorful paintings of 
Chi-centric sites from the Music Box 
to the Merchandise Mart, it feels more 
modern than your usual been-there- 
forever greasy spoon. 

Size matters: The sheer size of Up- 
tov^ner’s dishes make them ideal both 
for late-night noshing and hangover- 


helping the morning after. After serv- 
ing breakfast and lunch during the day 
Uptow^ner smartly reopens at lo p.m. 
to feed famished bar-goers till 4 a.m. 
on^veekends. 

Spice it up: Uptowner’s signature 
dishes come with a dash of Cajun spice. 
The Uptowner eggs Benedict ($8.25) 
swaps in Andouille sausage and tomato 
slices for the usual Canadian bacon, 
and it arrives just as the menu details 
“smothered with hollandaise sauce.” 
(We’d ask ’em to go easy on it next 
time.) The Cajun breakfast ($7.95) tops 
a pile of hashbrowns, green peppers, 
mushrooms and onions with two over- 
easy eggs, cheddar, hollandaise and 
spices. 

We couldn’t stop eating: The 

hashbrowns. This heap of just-greasy- 
enough potatoes grilled to a beautiful 
golden brown can hardly be called a 
side; ours took up more than half of 
the plate and teetered off the edge. All 
they need is a sprinkling of salt at the 
table and you’re set. 



Sweet stuff : Most of Uptowner’s 
breakfast items - from biscuits and 
gravy ($7.95) to three-egg omelets 
($7. 95- $8. 25) are savory, though you 
can order a side of French toast ($4.25) 
or pancakes ($4.25 for two, $5.50 for 
three) with any breakfast. Both sides 
are big enough to make a full meal on 
their own, so don’t be shy about asking 
for a carryout box. 

Buzz factor: Generous mugs of 
Intelligentsia coffee ($2) are refilled at 
a steady pace. 

Is it lunchtime yet? Half the menu 
is dedicated to lunchy eats such as the 
chipotle mayo-laced triple-decker Up- 


towner Club, breaded catfish filet sand- 
wich or classic patty melt (all $8.25). 

Crowd surfing: Weekdays are quiet, 
with a few tables filled with solo diners 
or colleagues conducting breakfast 
business meetings. Expect longer waits 
on weekend mornings and late-night 
when the small staff is juggling orders 
from a dining room full of DePaul 
students. 

Bottom line: Uptowner’s brunch 
probably won’t make your list of most 
memorable meals, but their booze- 
soaking breakfast dishes will do the job 
the morning after a big night out.

Sad power rises from ‘Strongman’ 


Fearing that he needs to make it big 
soon or it will be too late, middle-age 
New Jersey steel-bending extraordi- 
naire Stan “Stanless Steel” Pleskun 
searches for a gimmick that will 
generate some buzz while working to 
improve the announcer skills of his 
girlfriend, Barbara. 

The buzz: The obvious compari- 
son here is “The Wrestler,” which 
charted another immensely large 
(but fictional) man’s attempt to 
capture muscular glory before his 
time runs out. Encouraging: First- 
time director Zachary Levy has been 
praised by Ramin Bahrani (“Good- 
bye Solo”) and Ross Kauffman 
(“Born Into Brothels”). 

The verdict: Without providing 


any voiceover or background on his 
subjects. Levy leaves a hole where 
he should have a sense of who these 
people are and how they got to this 
place. What remains is a moving, 
unfiltered look at struggling lives 
now, which have an undercurrent of 
booze-soaked disappointment and 
dreams unfulfilled. “Strongman” pos- 
sesses several truths stranger than 
fiction, whether it’s Stan’s friend ad- 
vising that he lose his pigtails, Stan 
bringing ears of corn onto the plane 
for a snack or a Canadian strong 
man who calls himself Destroyer 
turning out to be a nice guy with a 
contagious smile. Toughness wears 
many faces.
